This is a decision on petitioner's request filed May 12, 2005 to review the holding of abandonment mailed 
March 8, 2005, for failure to respond to the Office action mailed June 6, 2004. The basis for the request is 
that appUcant did not receive the communication mailed June 6, 2004.
